“I came to carry out (he struggle, 
not to kill people," he tells Nate 
‘Thayer of the Hong Kong-based Far 
Eastern Economic Review in an in 
tervlew published last week. “Even 
now you can look at me: anı I û sav- 
age person? My conscience ls clear,” 

But almost in the same breath, Pol 
Pot defends — and {hus confirms —~ 
orclering Lhe execulion of Lhousancls 
of Cambodians while in power, irr 
voking the old Khmer Rouge nıantra 
of the Vietnamese peril still used to 
appeal for popular support. 

“We had no olher choice. Natur 
ally we had to defend ourselves," he 
offers by way of explanation for a 
regime that emptied cities, system- 
atically liquidated real .or imagined 
enemies anıd, as paranoia advanced, 
eventually turned on its own, tortur* 
ing and executing many senior 
cadres,

Pentagon data on 
landmines ‘flawed’ 


‘The Pentagon is nol merely fight- 
ing lo defend the primitive devices 
buried near the tank traps and 
barbed wire fences bisecting Korea. 
Far more important to the US is the 
almost cosy-sounding category of 
weapons known as “the family of 
scalterable mines”, or Facsam. 

“What they really want to do is 
keep a new type of nine that no one 
else uses," says Caleb Rossiter, 
director ofî Demililarisation for 
Democracy, a Washington research 
group that has just conıpleted a study 
of US mine strategy in South Korea. 
"They spent a lot of money develop- 
ing İL and are very pleased with the 
result, It wreaks all kind of havoc.” 

“You don'l want 1o make it easy 
for the bad guy," says Jim Coles, the 
US military spokesman in Seoul. 
“Mines are not a pretty weapon but 
when they save lives as they do here 
they are valuable, It is a tough, ugly 
business and people who don't live 
here can't un(dlerstand,.” 

Indeed, most people living in 
Korea voice few objections, Debate 
on any securily Issue is rare. 

The ghoulish mathematics that 
underpin the Pentagon's argument, 
however, seem (flawed, A reporl by 
Demilitarisalion for Democracy (le- 
tails how wonky assumplions COM 
prontise Jnnus. Among these ig an 
estimate that North Korea could ad: 
vance against allied forces at an un- 
Iîkely speed of 12 miles an hour. 
Most of Koren is mountainous, 
"Even a minor change İn a single as- 
sumpllon can change the entire cori 
clusion of tlre game,” says the study. 

Pentagon programmers also un- 
derestinıate North Korea's ability to 
breach anti-personnel mines, ignor- 
Ing Pyongyang's likely use of 
human wave tactics and fuelair ex 
plosions to trigger mines. Lieut-Gen 
Hollingsworth said: “North Korea's 
disciplined troops will be just as will 
ing to move through minefields, de- 
splte taking casualties, as they and 
Chinese troops frequently did dur- 
ing the Korean war." 

Undil earlier this year, (he US ir 
sisted that removing landmines 
woulcl allow North Korea to capture 
Seoul before being defealed. It now 
says Seoul would most probably ııot 
fall, but has kept lts original esli 
male for casualties, 

Panmunjom has long served as a 
showcase for the US military. To 
necommodate visitors, a huge ob 
servation deck is under construc- 
lion to peer north into the last 
citadel of Staliniam. Propaganda has 
rarely come so easy, But thal was 
before Diana and the Nobel prize.

N THE macabre arithmetic of 

obliteration, neither Diana, 

Princess of Wales, nor the Nobel 
peace prize add up to much, Or so 
says the Pentagon to explain tts re- 
fusal to relinquish weapons that 
maim or murder 26,000 people A 
year — a defiance that gives grim 
authenticity tû a chani of "Siand 
Alone", the nacho motto of the Ist 
Ballalion of the 506th Infantry dug 
in on the boarder with North Korea. 

At Panmunjom, a cold war theme 
park billed as the "most dangerous 
place on earth" to (ay-trippers who 
arrive by coach (fram Seoul, and all 
along a frontier frozen since war 
ended in 1953, the Uniled States 
does indeed sland on its own. It is 
alone among Western countries in 
clinging to antipersonnel mines, 

If this is the frontline against 1.1 
million North Korean Lroops, il is 
also the frontline ir a campaign to 
fend off a widening attack on land- 
nıines, The so-called “Korean excep- 
tion", in defence of which the US 
pulled out of talks on a global ban in 
Oslo in September, is under siege, 

Diana's dealh gave emotional 
force 10 Lhe Pentagon's crilics. ‘The 
award of the Nobel peace prize {o 
anti-mine campaigners further weak- 
ened ils defences. Perhaps more se- 
rious is an atiack from inside the US 
military ~~ a former commander in 
South Korea who condemns what he 
calls a “gameplan for’ disaster", 

Lieutenant-General James Hol- 
lingsworth says: “To be blunt, İf we 
are relying on these weapons to de- 
fend the Korean peninsula we are in 
big trouble." He has endorsed a 
study by a Washington think-tank 
accusing the Pentagon of feeding 
faully data into its war gime com- 
puter lo prove the necessity of a 
weapon that 80 countries have 
agreed to ban in December. 

The war game, known as Janus, 
and run by the US army, predicts 
“tens of tlıousands" of additlonal 
allied casualles without landmines, 
parlicularly a new gencralion of lıi- 
tech mines.

Another letter, also from se- 
cret police files, confirms that 
Jewish people in Sweden were 
aware of a campaign against 
them.

HERE WAS much alarm, largely 
whipped up by the rightwing 
tabloid preas, about the increasing 
arrival in Dover of Czech and Slovak 
Gypsies applying for asylum from al- 
leged persecution in thelr own coun- 
tries. One rewspaper clalmed that 
3,000 Gypsiea were heading for 
Britain “to milk the benefits system". 
Romanies (rom eastern Europe 
have been arriving at Dover for 
some time, at the rate of two or 
thrce families a week, but last week 
there were as ınany as 26 in one (lay. 
The number involved over the past 
two years ls thought to be 800 at 
most, though Migrant Help Line, 
which houses refugees on entry, put 
the number at 400, and said many of 
them were promptly deported. But 
because they all arrived at a fairly 
small coastal town, they were highly 
visible, placing a strain on Kent 
social services and provoking ill- 
feeling in the local comınunity. 


F THE TORIES are to recover

Tory unpopularity at the local 
level owes ınuch lo Margaret 
Thatcher who, during the 1980s, lec 
a sustained assault on local authori- 
ties, which she regarded as spenci- 
thrift and politically irresponsible, 
She capped their spending, ordered 
cuuncil houses to be sold, limited 
the power of education authorities, 
and put town halls almost entirely at 
the mercy of the Treasury. 

The Conservative vicechairman, 
Archie Norman, conceded last week 
that the party had spent 18 years 
diminishing the importance of local 
government and of those who stood 
tor election to iL. This, he anid apolo- 
getically, was an "unintended by- 
product" of Thatcherite policies. 

The policy review is expected to 
jettison many of those policies, par 
tHcularly the punitive restrictions on 
council spending. Tory councillors, 
who have latterly had little influence 
outside their own wards, will also 
demand an enhanced status within 
the party hierarchy. 

The elections next May will be a 
critical test of William Hague's 
abilities as party leader. He acknow- 
ledges that and sees local govern- 
ment as a target where the ‘Tories 
can score hits,

‘The kinship systeın, nıode of resi- 
dence and economic unit are all 
siriclly matrilineal: the mother, her 
children of either sex and her 
daughters’ children live together in 
each household from generation 1o 
generalon. Any men in the house- 
hold are necessarily brothers or mıa- 
ternal uncles.

Kinship exists only between 
those who have a common “bone",

or even proximity between such rel- 
atives (they cannot travel at night or 
watch television together). 

This striclness contrasts with lhe 
very great sexual freedom {hey 
enjoy outside their own lineage. The 
“furtive visit” is the Na's favourile 
activity.

(1279-1368), was upset by the inde- 
cent conduct of Na women, His con- 
temporary, Marco Polo, spread lhe 
news to other conlinents, He 
mocked the “dolts" who "do not 
care if one of them touches an- 
other's woman, as long as it is the 
woman's wish”, and who even 
encourage all the women of the 
household to offer themselves to 
strangers. 

An anonymous early 20th cen- 
tury document mentions the cheer- 
ful disposition of the Na and 
describes how “a great number of 
traders who come from afar and 
travel through the region become 
attached to it and spend thelr whole 
fortune there", 

In the sixties, Chinese ethno 
logists espoused the Engels-inspired 
evolutionist argument that groups 
ike the Na, who had remained at a 
backward stage of group marriage, 
should go on to the final and desir- 
able stage of matrimony. The effect 
of their publications was so unfortu- 
nate for the Na that when Hua came 
to tell the true story of their society 
lhe had difficulty in overcoming 
their mistrust. 

The Na believe that, just as rain 
allows grass lo grow, men are 
“waterers” who allow women ta have 
children. Their role is necessary and 
beneficial, but nevertheless sec- 
ondary, because the “bone”, which is 
regarded as the vehicle of hereditary 
characteristics, comes Irom the 
mother. All hose who are descentled 
from the same female ancestor are 
said to be people of the same bone;

B ERNARD-HENRI LÉVY'S 

Comêédie la the latest 
episode of a career that began 
exactly 20 ycara ago witlı the 
publication of his controversial 
esa0y, La Barbarie A Visage 
Humatin.

A secund Lhermoslal switch in- 
volves phytoplankton in the oceans. 
Over much of lhe planet, lhe sul 
phurous “breath" of these marine 
plants is the main source of the con- 
densation nuclei that allow clouds la 
form. Without ihe plankton, there 
would be many fewer clouds and 
the Earth's surface would be much 
warmer. 

This entire line of research, with 
its most surprising discovery, was 
inspired by the Gaian idea and by 
Lovelock's conviction Irom his early 
experiments with the electron cap- 
ture detector thal sulphur cor 
pounds were vital ingredients of ihe 
atmosphere. Whether or not Gaia is 
the literal truth, it is clearly a power- 
ful way of looking at the world. By 
looking resolutely at the whole, it re- 
veals things that you couldn't get 
from peering at lhe sum of the parts. 

Gaia, al the very least, is a brit 
liant inventlon. But there is that 
word again. Will (he Nobel Prize- 
givers stoop to giving their prize to a 
visionary inventor? They should. 
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biological cunirel systems ulher 
than the individual's “selfish genes", 

Dawkins's Thatcherite clait that, 
in nature, there is no such Lhing as 
suviely, is lalling away before a 
more Blairite communitariin idea. 
Biulogîsts call ant colunits and 
olher similar manifeslaliors ul 
group behavivur “superorganivits". 
And the ulimale superorgainsın is 
Gaia, This links up to the new wüurldl 
of chaos and complexity lheory. 
This theory holds that witlin com 
plex systems, order can sponla- 
neously emerge out of chaos. That 
fits exactly with what Lovelock sees 
Gala as being. Suddenly, Gaia 
doesn’t seem so absurd. 

Computers have been central Lo 
the development of these new ideas 
in mathematics and biology. They 
are very good at simulating ihe gen- 
eralion of order out of chaos, lor in- 
stance. Lovelock did this for Gaia by 
inventing a sinıple, computerised 
model world, which he called Daisy- 
world. Daisyworld is a vast meadow 
populated by white daisies and 
black daisies, which spontaneously 
operate their own thermostat. If it 
gets hotter, the black daisies suffer 
because they absorb more heat. But 
white daisies, which reflect more 
heat, prosper. Result: a world dormi- 
nated by white daisies that reflect so 
much heat back into space they cool 
the planet down ngain. By contrast, 
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way our world works, known as 
Gaia. And it is for both Gaia and the 
electron capture detector that he is 
being honoured in Tokyo. 

Gaia is where cosmology and bio- 
logy, palaeontology and computer 
sciences meet (o address the ques- 
tion: why are we here? Why has life 
thrived on planet Earth where all 
around us in the cosmos there ap-

But Lovelock seeks lhe answers 
not in the conventional svienlific 
way, by breaking things down into 
litle bits Lo see how they work.
